PROMPT REBUKE OF THE DIS- 
LOYAL SOREHEADS. 


GOODYKOONTZ AND ORCHARD. 


Leaders of the Opposition Had No Fol- 
lowing When the Case 
* “Was Reconsidered.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 26.—Gen. 
James M. Lewis was most triumphantly 
confirmed as member of the St. Louis Board 
of Police Commissioners by the Senate this 
morning. 

The confirmation of Gen. Lewis was uni- 
versally hailed as a glorious victory for 
loyal Democracy, and there is much re- 
joicing here, 

The Senate went into executive session 
shortly before o’clock for the purpose of 
reconsidering the vote of the previous day 
by which the nomination of Gen, Lewis was 
rejected, through disloyal Democratic infiu- 
ence. 

Senator Lyons of Kansas City made the 
motion to reconsider. The motion created a 
dignified outburst of Democratic enthusias- 
ism and there was a chorus of seconds. 

Speeches were made by several Senators, 
in which the situation was clearly set forth. 

Senator Goodykoontz, the king bolter, and 
his follower, Senator Orchard, were both 
present, but in the face of so much loyal 
Democratic sentiment, their opposition to 
the confirmation of Gen, Lewis was com- 
paratively feeble. 

After a somewhat prolonged debate, in 
which the digloyal influence of Goodykoontz 
was annihilated, a viva voce vote was taken, 
resulting in confirmation by a majority so 
large as to make it practically unanimous. 

But two Democratic Senators, so far as 
can be ascertained -at this time, voted 
against the confirmation. These two were 
Goodykoontz and Orchard. It is related 
that Senator Orchard cast his vote in a 
very low tone of voice. Many of the Re- 
publicans voted for confirmation. 

The corridors of the State House were 
crowded with anxious Democrats during 
the executive session, and when the resylt 
was announced glad enthusiasm prevailed. 
Not ‘for a long While has there been an oc- 
casion of more interest than the executive 
session of the Senate this morning. More 
than a hundred gathered at the big double 
doors leading into the Senate chamber, and 
but for tlre interference of a big, robust 
man, who stood guard at the door, the 
crash might have caused the great oaken 
barriers to yield. The crowd was strictly 
orderly and quiet, but it was an enthusi- 
astic one, anxiously waiting to shear the 
good news, 

“I am heartily glad that Gen. Yewis has 
been confirmed,’’-said Gov. Stephens ‘to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent to-day, “‘be- 
cause he will make an excellent Police 
Commissioner. I was assured of this fact, 
or I would not have appointed him. He is 
a good man, @ loyal Democrat and a repre- 
sentative St. Louis citizen, supported and 
indorsed by the best people of St. Louis. 

“I am gratified to know that the Senate 
reconsidered its vote of yesterday by which 
Gen, Lewis’ confirmation was rejected. 
l~yal Democrats can not afford to disre- 
gard such a good man as Gen. Lewis, and 
had the Senate not reconsidered its vote to 
reject, I should have accepted it as a per- 
sonal insult to me. 

“The matter is now ended satisfactorily 
and the police affairs of St. Louis will un- 
doubtedly be properly: administered.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. Feb. 26 —Tho 
Senate in executive session yesterday after-

This action came as a general surpriee, 
It has been known for the past two weeks 
that some of the Democratic Senators 
were inclined to oppose the confirmation, 
but at no time was it believed that they 
had enough strength to combine with the 
Republicans and defeat the confirmation of 
Gen. Lewis. 

The action of the Senate in rejecting the 
Mame of such a man as Gen. Lewis will not 
Be allowed to stand.

Stephens immediately after the re- 
sult of the executive session had been made 
public, and asked him for an interview. 
This the Governor very courteously declined 
to grant. He had nothing to say for pub- 
lication, Private Secretary Moore was seen 
at the Executive Mansion last night, and 
ne. aoe. was not desirous of talking for pub- 

cation. 


Gen. Lewis, seen after the news from Jcf- 
ferson City had reached him, said: “I 
never doubted that I would be confirmed. 
My friends were caught napping Thursday, 
or the little setback would-not have oc- 
curred. 

“I harbor no enmities because of the fight 
made on me. But I warmly appreciate the 
kindress of Gov. Stephens and the loyalty 
of my friends in the Senate and outside. 

“Say for me that I go into the Police 
Board untrammeled by a pledge of any 
kind and free to do my full duty to the pub- 
lic as I understand it.”

GREAT VICTOR! 
“FOR GOMEZ 


DEFEATS SPANISH FORCES UN- 
DER THREE GENERALS. 


DYNAMITE GUN HELPED HIM. 


The Battle Regarded as the Most Im- 
portant One Since Maceo 
Whipped Campos. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—A dispatch to the 
Sun from Havana says the State of Juan 
Criollo, near Arroyo Blanco, in the province 
of Santa Clara, is becoming famous in 
the history of the Cuban revolution, Be- 
sides the great victory Gen. Gomez won 
there on Feb. 1, over Col, Arjoa, the Cuban 
General has just obtained in the same place 
the most important success for the Cuban 
arms since the revolution began 


This Jast battle was very hotly contested 
and the battlefield extended to another es- 
tate called La Reforma, adjoining Juan 
Criollo cn the west. 

From the text of the official report it is 
easy to see the disheartening effect the 
news has had upon the authorities. They 
confess that Gens. Gasco, Segura and Ruis, 
each at the head of a column, had to join 
forces for united action against Gomez, and 
they asseri that the result of their alleged 
victory is that Gomez is in a difficult posi- 
tion, being unable either to force the trocha 
to the east or invade the Province of Man- 
tazas to the west. 


“The facts, derived from the most reliable 
sources are as follows: 

Gen. Gasco, at the head of 1,500 men, met 
Gen, Gomez about 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon on the estate of Juan Criollo. Gomez 
was marching to the west with 3,000 men. 

The fear inspired by Gomez's name 
among the Spaniards and his numerical ad- 
Vantage caused Gen. Gasco to give orders 
to retire, while his rear guard was in- 
structed to keep up a show of fighting to 
prevent the Cubans from too rapidly pur- 
suing. But Gomez spoiled this little plan 
by ordering his cavalry to advance rapidly 


| on the flanks of the Spanish column, and 


involve Gasco in a simultaneous attack on 
both flanks. As soon as this movement 
was Obsery¥yed by Gasco he ordered his col- 
umn to form a square and stand with fixed 
bayonets against the Cuban cavalry. 

. Gomes cavairy and infantry. then: Be- 


@an ‘to fire on the compact body presented 


by the Spanish square. The advantage of 
the Cubans was tremendous, as they pre- 
Sented less mass to the volley.of the Span- 
lards, and as soon as the latter sought to 
leave the square and deploy themselves also 
in guerrilla order, the Cuban artillery at- 
tacked them, obliging them to take their 
former positions. 

The fight had been in progress six hours, 
and Gasco had already lost more than 100 
men killed, ;\when Gen. Segura appeared 
with a columm of 2,000 men from the di- 
rection of the estate La Reforma. Fortu- 
nately for Gomez, the Spanish re-enforce- 
ments came from the west and not from 
the east, or otherwise he would have been 
caught between two fires. 

Segura advanced resolutely against the 
right side of the Cuban cavalry, obliging 
Gomez to withdraw the two lines’ with 
which he was attacking Gasco. The Cuban 
cavalry then formed in one body to the 
left, and the infantry faced the fire of 
Segeura’s troops. 

All this was in the main plain on the es- 
tate of Juan Criollo, and the odds appeared 
then to be against Gomez, who had begun

the battle with 3,000 men against 1,500, but 
'was now facing 3,500 men, of whom Segura's 
‘column was composed of fresh soldiers, just 
‘entering the field. 

But, unexpectedly for the Spaniards, the 
Cuban artillery, which Gomez had not yet 
called into action, began to fire from the 
higher of the two prominent hills on the 
estate, The dynamite gun, which in the 
earlier battle of Juan Criollo was not very 
effective, now d.d splendid work. Three 
shells, exploding in the ranks of Segura, 
were enough to throw the Spaniards into 
confusion, blowing up, as they did, a whole 
guerilla contingent of the Spanish forces 
hailing from Las Villas. 

Gasco was then on La Reforma estate, 
having taken advantage of the engagement 
between Segura and Gomez to retire to that 
place. Then Segura’s force also retired to 
the same place ‘severely harassed by 
Gomez. Seeing that the forces of Segura 
were also defeated, Gasco sent messengers 
to the west, asking help from Jatibuonico 
or Tagasco. 

While both the Spanish columns were 
trying with all their might on La Reforma 
estate to get the better of Gomez, Gen. 
Ruiz came to their a‘id with 1,200 more men. 
At the approach of these further Spanish 
re-enforcements Gomez retired to the Juan 
Criollo estate. 

Since the battle of Peralejo was fought, 
when Maceo routed Martinez Campos, no 
other battle so important has occurred in 
the Cuban war. The Spanish’ are terribly 
discouraged. °~The blow {s a brilliant master 
stroke by Gomez. It will usher in the winter 
season with all Cubans in good spirits.

Green Charged With Neglect of Duty 
and His Trial Set for Mon- 
day Evening. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 26.—Chief 
Clerk Charles W. Green of the House was 
the subject of a sensational resolution this 
morning. 

The resolution, wh'ch was introduced by 
Representative Cox of Oregon, charges Chief 
Clerk Green with violation of his constitu- 
tional obligation—namely, that he has not 
flevoted his personal attention to his duties, 
much to the annoyance and disturbance of 
the House. The resolution then asks that 
Chief Clerk Green be deposed and that As- 
sistant Chief Clerk R. P. Thompson be 
chosen to fill the vacancy. 

Numerous speeches were made on either 
side of the question, and at times the de- 
bate was so acrimonious as to be really 
sensational. 

Col. J. T. Crisp spoke in favor of the chief 
clerk. He called attention to the absence 
of the chief clerk, and said that he should 
not be deposed without a hearing. As Col, 


Crisp warmed up to his subject, he grew 
heated, and in a highly dramatic style he 
exclaimed: “Bring him here and let us 
murder him; let each man take a strip of 
his flesh, if it must be done, and then when 
we have laid him low and literally torn 
him into shreds, let us continue the work 
by going to Nevada to slaughter Fitzsim- 
mons and Corbett. If we are going to be 
murderers let's do it in the most bloody 
style.”’ 

Col, Crisp called attention to the fact that 
Green was chosen by a Democratic House 
to act as its Chief Clerk, and that he was 
a member of the State Central Democratic 
Committee. 

“Yes, and Grover Cleveland was elected, 
too, by Democratic votes, and where is 
he now?’ roared Representative Cox, the 
author of the resolution. 

The name of Cleveland was the signal for 
hisses, Which after a moment subsided, and 
the Chief Clerk discussion continued. Half 
a ddOzen members were at times trying to 
talk simultaneously, and both sides had de- 
termined supporters. 

Representative Martin of Barton County 

aced the floor du ing the discussion utter- 
ig Strongly his absolute disrespect for the 
Chief Clerk. At no time during the pres- 
ent session has more feeling and excite- 
ment been wrought up. 

Finally a motion to set the Green case 
Aas a special order of business for Monday 
evening carried. 

The Chief Clerk is absent presumably at 
Kansas City in connection with the Lowe 
contempt case. 

Trouble has hovered about the head of 
Clark Green ever since he was elected Chief 
Clerk of the House. Resolution after reso- 
lution has been introduced against him from 
time to time, but the one to-day is far more 
pointed than any of the others. To add 
to his troubles the Senate~yesterday de- 
clined to confirm his nomination as member 
of the Board of Managers of the Chilli- 
cothe Industrial School for | Girls. This 
shows that the House prejudice against him 
has found foothold in the Senate. 

(;reen will probably be here Monday even- 
ing when the House takes up his case for 
final disposal.

Senator Lancaster Has a Primary Elec- 
tion Bill Engrossed.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 26.—The 
Senate Committee on Elections held a meet- 
ing last night for the purpose of considering 
Senator Lancaster’s primary election bill, 
mention of which was made in the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday. The bill was changed 
in a few slight particulars and Was intro- 
duced this mereing as &@ committee substi- 
tute, to take the place of the other primary 
election bills now pending. 

A motion to suspend the rules carried and 
the bill was ordered engrossed without hav- 
ing to pass through the usual formalities. 
The idea of this is to rush the bill to final 
passage. 

As {s generally understood, the prime idea 
of the bill is to pes a stop to the fraudulent 
voting of “Indians’’—a practice that has 
become notorious. Kansas City, as well as 
St. Louls, has the same interest at stake. 
Briefly reviewed, the Lancaster bill pro- 
vides that $50 shall be the requisite amount 
of deposit for delegations; that there shall 
be a regulation by which when any indi- 
vidual votes at his party primary he shall 
mot repeat; that there shall no longer be 
Such thing as “dummy” delegations and 
that the representation shal! be fair. The 
attorney members of the Elections Com- 
mittee who have passed on the bill unite 
in saying that it is all that is desired in 
the way of bringing about honest primaries. 
The plan by which ft is proposed to prevent 

\repeating—which as a matter of course is 
a very important item in the reform move. 
ment—is that there shal! be a column for 
primary elections on the public register and 
whenever a vote is cast the voter is re- 
corded there ag having voted. One of the 
changes made ih the bill by the committee 


is an increase in\penalty for violation.

NOT $0 BXCITED. 


THE CUBAN RESOLUTIONS WERE 
SIDE TRACKED. 


Still Senator Morgan Got an Inquiry 
Adopted Regarding Treatment 
of George W. Aguirre. 


WABHINGTON, Feb. %.—The serenity of 
the Senate when the session opened to-day 
gave little evidence of the exciting scenes 
yesterday. The galleries were well filled 
in anticipation of a renewal of hostilities, 
but business scon was directed into routine 
channels with the understanding that the 
Saguilly Cuban resolution would come up 
as soon as the business was finished. 

The House bill was passed to prevent tres- 
passing and for the protection of national 
parks. 

Mr, wuae (Rep.) of Pennsylvania endeav- 
ored to take up the bill for a nat onal com- 
mission to investigate labcr problems, but 
Mr, Hale (Rep.) of Maine promptly objected 
to going on with the measure, remarking 
that it Was a gigantic scheme to establish 
a lot of h gh priced office holders. 

The Indian appropr.ation bill was then 
taken up and the amendment referr.ng at- 
torneys’ claims against the Old Settlers’ 
Cherokee fund agreed to, with an amend- 
ment excepting claims already settled. 

Mr. Burrows (Rep.) of Mich.gan made the 
Statement that the attorneys already had 
received the enormous sum of $198,000. 

The lawlegs condition ef affairs in the In- 
dian Territory was fully discussed in connec- 
tion with the amendment providing for a 
federal judieial system in the nation’of the 
five civilized tribes. 

r. Vest spoke of the serious effects in 
the Southwestern States caused by the train 
robberies, hold-ups and murders in the In- 
dian country. 

An amendment proposed by him retained 
the committee plan of a Federal judicial 
system over these tribes, but struck out 
the important provision for town sites and 
allotment of lands among the Indians, This 
amendment was accepted by Mr. Pettigrew, 
in charge of the bill. 

The amendment as a whole was not per- 
7 tee when the bill was laid aside at 1 
o’clock. 


This prougnt the Cuban resolution re- 
lating to Julio Sanguilly before the Senate. 
By this time the galleries were packed and 
there was the keénest interest in expected 
developments. 
A sharp parliamentary struggle was pre- 
cipitated. Mr. Pettigrew attempted to go 
on with the Indian bill and moved that 
this be done. But it was held that the 
Cuban resolution had the right of way. In 
the confusion Mr. Frye, who stirred the 
galleries to fever heat yesterday, stepped 
into the middle aisle and made another 
Statement. He hoped, lie said, that the 
Sanguilly resolution vould be allowed to 
ge to the calendar without further discus. 
sion.

Mr. Morgan presented a new resolution 
asking the President for information as to 
the arrest of George Washington Aguirre in 
Cuba and discussed it. It was agreed to. 
The Sanguilly Cuban resolution was dis- 
plated by the Indian appropriations bill on 
a vote of the Senate without division. 

Although the Indian bill was technically 
before the Senate, the debate on the Cuban 
question continued. Mr. Lodge said the 
pardon of Sanguilly did not end the mat- 
ter. There were many simuar cases buried 
in the secrecy of the State Department. 
Diplomacy had taken twenty-three months 
in the Sanguilly case, while the Senate 
in a single day had broughi a pardon. 

Mr. Call spoke of the Ruiz case and pre- 
sented a resolution calling for information 
on it, but it went over on objection from 
Mr. White. 

Mr: Hale urged the necessity of giving 
all the time possible to appropriation bills 
in order to get them through. 

Mr. Morgan replied saying Mr. Hale had 
threatened a filibuster on the Sanguilly reso- 
lution. Mr. Morgan spoke at some length 
on the Cuban question, 

Senator Morgan refused to yield to inter- 
ruptions by Senators Hoar_and Hale, saying 
that Mr. Hoar could not interfere with 
him under the prestige of his fame and posi- 
tion. He eulogized Consul General Lee as a 
man of courage and honor. 

In the course of Mr. Morgan’s talk he 
said the only information of Sanguilly’s 
pardon came from the newspapers. Noth- 
ing was received from the State Depart- 
ment. He did not wonder that the Presi- 
dent desired to conceal his policy from the 
American people,

An Acrimonious Debate on the Mone- 
tary Conference. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Mr. Cc. W. 
Stone (Rep.) of Pennsylvania, in the House, 
moved to pass under suspended rules the 
Senate bill to provide for an international 
monetary conference.

This 
ill applies to transmission of reports from 
one State to another by telegraph, but is 
not intended to interfere with announce- 
ments of the occurrence and result of fights.

Ear muffs, ulsters and heavy mittens will 
be the proper caper by this evening. The 
gentlemen who pawned their bennies dur- 
ing the warm spell and have since been 
running the athletic bluff on the community 
in the hope that old Sol would soon fill the 
air again with atoms of heat will have 
reason to sadly regret it. 

The mercury is on the toboggan. It is 
slipping toward the bulb and the Govern- 
ment weather sharps in the Federal build- 


ing dome do not hesitate to predict that 
it will come previous near zero. , 

This is very cheerful after the promise o1 
spring, but if the people dont like it they 
must seek more congenial climes. It is at 
least a vindication of the ground hog, who 
hied himself into his Mole on Candlemas 
Lt na in prophetic anticipation of Borean 

asts. 

This particular storm comes from up in 
that delightful region known on the maps 
as Manitoba. They always have cold waves 
on tap in Manitoba, and whenever they get 
pointed this way there ts no stopping. them. 

Scientifically speaking, an area»of high 
pressure developed in this God-forsaken ter- 
ritory and began pushing its way to the 
southward. The present center is in the 
Dakotas. A fine line of icy wind is clearing 
the way forit. This is the advance guar 
which has already reached us. 

As the storm is coming on the run down 
the Missouri Valley; it is expected to arrive 
here in its full intensity by Saturday morn- 
ing. A temperature of 5 degs. above zero 
ts hazarded by Dr. Frankenfield at that 
time. 

The storm is then expected to push on to 
the south of us and in consequence it wii! 
grow warmer. South winds will follow its 
passing. This is one of the peculiarities of 
these storms. The wind blows out of it. 
When they are coming from the north tow- 
ard you you get a north wind, and once by 
you the wind immediately veers. 

This is shown on the department weather 
map of the country for Friday. The winds 
in Manitoba, Montana and the northern 
part of North Dakota are ail from the 
south. Below Pierre, in South Dakota, the 
little arrows show that they are from the 
north. 

It is therefore getting warmer, from a 
comparative point of view, in those reg.ons, 

St. Louis opened the weather day at 7 a. 
m. with a temperature of 22 above, but it 
did not last long. The fall was perceptible 
all morning. At 11 o'clock it was down to 
18. 

This was not a marker, however, to what 
some of the cities north of us had to stand. 
Chicago was lucky to get off with 16 above; 
Des Moines had 14 below; Omaha, 10 below; 
Huron, 8S. D., 24 below; Moorehead, 28 below; 
Duluth, 20 below; St. Paul, 20 below, and 
White River, Canada, 54 below, 

White River is the coldest place on the 
continent from which the weather depart- 
ment gets any reports. Galveston is warm- 
est, with §2 above, while Jacksonville is 
sécond best with 48. Along the North At- 
lantic Seaboard the mercury is hovering 
about the freezing point or a trifle below. 

The local Bureau does not anticipate any 
more snow, 80 that there is a fair chance 
for good skating.

TEXT QF THE OLNEY-PAUNCE- 
FOTE AGREEMENT. 


TO SETTLE THE BOUNDARY. 


Details of the Plans of,Field Opera- 
tions by the Joint Com- 
mission. — 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 26.—Following is the 
full text of the treaty for the determination 
of the Alaskan boundary signed on Jan. 8, 
1897, between Secretary Olney and Sir Julian 
Pauncefote: 

Article-1. Each government shall appoint 
one commisstoner, with whom may be asso- 
ciated such surveyors, astronomers and other 
assistants, as each government may elect. 
The commissioners shall at an early period 
as practicable proceed to trace and mark, 
under their joint direction and by joint ope- 
rations in the field, so much ef the l4lst me- 
ridian of West Longitude as is necessary to 
be defined for the purpose of determining 


United States by the treaty between the 
United States and Russia of March 39. 1867, 
Inasmuch as the summit of Mt, St. Elias, 
although not ascertained to lie in fact upon 
‘said 14lst meredian, is so nearly coinc.dent 
therewith that it may conveniently be taken 
as a visible landmark, whereby the init.al 
part of said mer.dian shall be established, it 
is agreed that the commissioners, should 
they conclude that it ig advisable so to do 
may deflect the most southerly portion o 
\said line, so ag to make the same range w.th 
the summit of Mt. St. Elias, such deflect.on 
not to extend more than twenty geographi- 
cal miles northwardly from the initial point. 
Art. 2.—The data relating to determina- 
t ons already made at this time by either of 
the two Governments concernéd, of points 
on or near the 141st med.dian, for the purpo e 
of fixing its posit.on, shall be submitted by 
each Government to the commissioners, who 
shall dec.de which of the resu.ts of the de- 
terminations shall be adopted by them. 

In case of disagreement between the com- 
missioners as to the correct geographical 
co-ordinates of one and the same point de- 
termined by either of the two Governments, 
separately, a position midway between the 
two locations in question of the l4ist meri- 
dian shall be adopted, provided the diserep- 
ney between them shall not exceed 1,000 
eet. 

In case of the greater discrepancy a new 
joint determination shall be made by the 
commissioners. 

Art. 3. The location of the l41Ist meri- 
dian, as determined hereunder, shall be 
marked by intervisible objects, natural or 
artificial, at such distances apart as the 
commissioners shall agree upon, and by 
such additional marks as they shall deem 
necessary, and the line when and where 
thus marked, in whole or in part, shall be 
deemed to permanently define for all inter- 
national purposes the l4lst meridian men- 
tioned in the treaty of March 30, 1867, be- 
tween the United States and Russia and in 
the treaty of February, 1825, between Great 
Britain and Russia. 

The location of the marks shall be de- 
scribed by such views, maps and other 
means as the commissioners shall decide 
upon and duplicate records of these de- 
scriptions shall be attested by the com- 
missioners jointly and be by them deposited 
with their respective Governments together 
with their final report hereinafter Mmen- 
tioned. 

Art. 4. Each Governeament -shall bear the 
expenses incident to the employment of its 
own appointees and of the operations con- 
ducted by them, but the cost of material 
used in permanently marking the meridian 
and of its transportation shall be borne 
jointly and equally by the two Govern- 
ments. 

Art. 5. The commissioners shall diligently 
prosecute the work to its: completion and 
they shall submit to their . respective 
Governments from time to time and at 
least once in every calendar year a joint 
report ‘of progress and a final comprehen- 
sive report upon the completion of the 
whole work. 

The present convention shall be duly rati- 
fied by the President of the United States 
of America by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate thereof and by Her 
Britannic Majesty and the ratifications 
shall be exchanged at Washington or in 
London as soon as possible within twelve 
months from the date hereof. In faith 
whereof we, the respective plenipoten- 
tiaries, have signed this convention and 
have hereunto affixed our seals.

O'BRIEN PROTEST HEARD. | 


Board of Pyblic Improvements Re- 
ceives Arguments. 


The Board of Public Improvements ac- 
corded a hearing Friday on the protest of 
the John O’Brien Boiler Works Co. against 
the award of the contract for boilers at the 


Baden Pumping Station to the Heine Safety 
Boiler Co. 

Secretary S. D. Merton of the Heine Com- 
pany argued that the rule against sub-let- 
ting the contract meant such sub-letting as 
would put the work beyond the control of 
the original contractor. The city, he con- 
tended, was absolutely protected by bond 
against the company turning over the en- 
tire contract to other parties, 

It was acknowledged that the Eastern 
shops, in which for years the work of the 
company had been done, do not stand in 
the name of the Heine Company, but it was 
claimed that the company had an interest 
in them. Mr. Merton said, though, that it 
was the intention of the company to have 
most of. the work done here on the present 
contract. 

Attorney John H. Drabelle, for the John 
O’Brien Company, insisted that the Heine 
Company could not do the work without 
sub-letting, and declared that the last con- 
tract of the company, for the boilders in 
the new City Hall, was executed in Chi- 
cago. The matter was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Water Works and City Lighting.

LAWYER LABORED IN VAIN. 


“Pidgy” McCullough Must Stand Trial 
‘on Two Old Indictments. 

John, alias ‘“‘Pidgy’’ McCullough, the 
highway robber who defied North St. Louis 
during the winter two years ago, was 
forced to go to trial Friday in Judge With- 
row’s court, despite the efforts of his at- 
torney, Clement Yore. ‘‘Pidgy’’ was brought 
in to answer two indictments, one for tigh- 
way robbery, and one for grand larceny, 
which had been nolle prossed by the Circuit 
Attorney in 189%. 

When McCullough was arraigned Friday 
his attorney offered a plea that the action 
of the Circuit Attorney in nolle prossing 
the charges operated as a bar to further 
prosecution Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Kramer combated this theory, and Judge 
ee heard lengthy arguments on the 
point. 

Attorney Yore said that in 1895 his clfent 
had seven indictments. pending against 
him, stx for robbery and one for grand lar- 
ceny. By agreement between the Circuit 
Attorney and McCullough’s attorneys at 
that time, Gov. Johnson and Judge Castle- 
man, the prisoner pleaded guilty to five in- 
dictments, and accepted a sentence of five 
years in the Work-house, on condition that 
the two other indictments against him 
should be nolle prossed. 

McCullough only served nineteen months 
of his sentence, when he was pardoned by 
the Governor. Thereupon Circuit Attorney 
Zachritz had him reindicted on the two 
charges, which had been nolled, claiming 
that McCullough’s pardon had been ob- 
tained by false representation and pol't- 
ical Influence. McCwWlough was arrested 
on a bench warrant and has been in jail 
ever since. 

Attorney Yore attempted to show that 
Zachritz, as Circuit Attorney, had broken 
his agreement, by causing McCullough’s 
reindictment. After a lengthy argument 
Judge Withrow decided that a nolle pros- 
equ! was not a bar to further prosecution, 
and that it could be set aside at any time.

APPEAL OF T, J. CALDWELL OF 
NORTHERN LOUISIANA. 


HE IS NOW IN ST. LOUIS. 


Unless the Stricken Feople Receive 
Outside Assistance, He Says, 
They Will Perish. 


eee ae ee 


Mr. T. J. Caldwell of Claiborne Parish, 
Louisiana,’is in the city trying to secure 
aid for the drouth-stricken people in his 
parish. He is stopping at 1899 Market street. 

Mr. Caldwell does not come here as the 
representative of any charitable organiza- 
tion. He is paying his own expenses out of 
money borrowed by him. Under these cir- 
cumstances he is asking aid for what he 
terms his own people—those in Claiborne 
Parish. 

His account of the sufferings of the un- 
fortunates in that section of the country 
is conservative and yet it shows plainly 
how dire are their wants. 

“T have come to St. Louis,”’ he said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘“‘to ask assistance 
for a people who are unaccustomed to make 
appeals to charity. Their condition is now 
such, however, that unless they receive out, 
side support they will die. 

“In Claiborne Parish, which is my home, 
there are about 12,000 inhabitants. They are 
nearly all ern there being no cities in 
the parish. Of these 12,000, a conservative 
estimate would place the number of ess 
titute persons at about 4,000. They are both 
black and white and have come te this con- 
dition through no fault of their own. 

. “From May until September there was 
no rain in Northern Louisiana. a catas- 


trophe which had never happened before. 

We have had drouths lasting two or three 

weeks, but never before for so extended a 

period as last summer. In consequence the 

entire corn and cotton crops were ruined. 

fe are the two chief staples of this dis-

“The poorer classes have now absolutely 
nothing to live on. One of my ne‘ghbors 
came to me a little while before I left home 
and told me that he had not a mouthful of 
food for his family. Every effort is being 
made to help them, but it is inadequate to 
the needs of so many persons. 

“The State of Louisiana gave $65,000 for 
the assistance of the district, but this was 
mostly expended in freight charges. The 

rmers were asked to pay 25 cents a bushel 
or the corn. One would think that almost 
anyone could raise $12 to get 50 bushels of 
= but there were ‘hundreds who could 
not. 

‘Tt was easier two years ago to raise 
$200 than it ic $12 now.

They can make sure that 
it reaches those who need it by forward- 
ing it direct to Sheriff John Kirkpatrick of 
Claiborne Parish. His post-office addresa 
is at Homer. He will see to it that the 
deserving ones get the benefits from it. 

“Tf pend prefer, it may be sent to Chair- 
man Millsaps of the Relief Committee, 
whose headquarters are at Monroe. In tak- 
ing this course the donations will be divided 
among all of the fifteen parishes which are 
afflicted. 

“The outlook is not a bright one for the 
stricken district. There is no hope of their 
land yielding them anything until June at 
the earliest.

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STRIKERS’ PLACKS. 


NIEDRINGHAUS ATTEMPTING TO 
WIN WITH GREEN HANDS. 


THE EFFORT NOT SUCCESSFUL. 


Strikers Are Still Willing to Compro- 
mise, but Say They Will Never 
Return Under the New Scale. 


The strike in the Niedringhaus tinnery its 
still on, although negotiations are pending 
for some sort of a compromise. 

The men are willing to accept a partial 
cut, and the employers are willing to re- 
cede a little from their original reduced 
schedule, but they have been unable to 
reach figures satisfactory to both sides. 

In response to an advertisement for work- 
men at least 300 men showed up at the 
tinnery Friday morning. The Niedring- 
hauses had told the strikers that unless 
they came back at the opening hour their 
Places would be filled, and they meant to 
keep their word. 

They had an opportunity, as not on 
the old men put in an appearance. Fr 
the crowd of new applicants a number wer 
selected, and four pots manned with run- 
ners, catchers and podgers. Fires were 
Started and an effort made to run along as 
usual, but it was not highly successful. 

The new men were novices in the busi- 


ness, and were obliged to go very slowly. 
Bx-Congressman Niedringhaus was on hair 
in a cardigan jacket and skull cap trying 
to teach them. After an-hour one pot was 
quenaonss. as Bo neviogs were unable to

The new men were put to work without 
any stipulation as to what their wages 
would be. If they are paid by the peace 
under the new schedule they can scarcely 
hope to make over WO cents a day until they 
gain more experience. 

Meanwhile the company will suffer, as a 
large order is said to have just been re- 
ceived, This accounts for the hurry to fill 
the strikers’ places. 

To prevent any possible trouble, a police- 
man was stationed at the tinnery and prep- 
arations made to send a platoon of oiimre 
to the scene in case of necessity, but not a 
hand was raised against the new men. The 
old men stayed away. 

Those of the 300 applicants for jobs who 
did not get work stood about during the 
early part of the morning, looking on. Some 
of the new men must have thought they 
were strikers, getting ready to pounce upon 
them. One podger was so badly scared that 
he was in a contsant tremble. His hands 
shook so when handling the tin sheets that 
the latter rattled and gave out a sound Like 
stage thunder. 

Thursday afternoon a committee of strik- 
ers went to the officials of the company and 
offered to work for the following wages: 
Pot runners, 5 cents a box, or $2 day work: 
catchers, 3% cents a box, or $1.50 day work; 
podgers, $1 per day of ten hours. 

The officials refused to accede to this and 
made the following offer: Pot runners, 4% 
cents; catchers, 3 cents, and the podgers 2 
cents a box. 

This the strikers refused to accept, and 
the company went ahead to fill their places. 

In explanation of the cut the Niedring- 
hauses declare that they have merely come 
down to the Eastern scale, On the other 
hand, the men, while admitting that this 
is true, allege that the machinery used in 
the Eastern mills is so much better that 
the hands are able to work more rapidly 
and thus make higher wages.

He called attention to the resolution in 
regard to School Board affairs and an- 
nounced that Dr. W. W. Boyd, President of 
the Civic Federation, had been invited to 
speak before the committee. 

A call of the roll by Secretary Maroney 
showed thit only 34 members were present— 
just a quorum. John A. Lee, who drew the 
obnoxious resolution at the last meeting, 
Was absent. He was entertaining ex-Gov. 
and Mrs. Stone and other friends at a tea 
at his residence. Charles D. McClure, Judge 
Harvey, Henry Spaunhorst, Given Camp- 
bell and Col. M. C. Wetmore were among 
the absentees.

Chairman Devoy suggested an executive 
session, which was ordered, but he requested 
Dr. Boyd not to leave the outside hall as he 
would, perhaps, be asked to speak.

DEFECTIVE BUT 


NOT DANGEROUS. 


LAST DAYS OF THE OLD VEHICLE 
LICENSE ORDINANCE. 


NEWBILL TO SUCCEED IT READY 


City Counselor Admits the Expiring 
Law’s Faults; but Does Not 
Fear Any Law Suits. 


The new vehicle license bill will come up 
in the House of Delegates Friday night, and 
will probably be sent to engrossment. - The 
old one, under which such licenses have 
been assessed and collected since 189, will 
be superceded by it. 

There is known to be a defect in the old 
bill, affecting about one-fgurth of the rev- 
enue collected under it,, which is $35,000 to 
$40,000 a year. The defect was only discov- 
ered a few weeks ago. City Counselor Mar- 
shall then acknowledged its existence, but 
refused to point it out. 

The ordinance is now nearing the end of 
its usefulness, but Mr. Marshall has too 
much respect for it to expose its short- 
comings. When he was asked Friday about 
the flaw he laughed roguishly and said he 
wouldn’t tell. Mr. Marshall says the defect 
is such a peculiar one that he only discov- 
ered it through light thrown on it from ex- 
traneous sources. He also declares that no- 
body can find it without such extraneous 
assistance. a 

Mr. Marshall may be the only man who 
can put his finger on the precise words 
which in the opinion of some invalidate the 
measure and would render the city liable 
co law-suits, but he {js not the only one 
who knows the substance of the defect. 
The intention of the ordinance when it was 
introduced was to compel the owners of 
heavy wagons to put wide tires on them. 
It was in the hands of a committee for a 
long time and was amended out of all re- 
semblance to the original. In a& bungling 
attempt to make the use of wide tires im- 
perative it was provided that the table of 
rates should apply only to vehicles of a 
prescribed comparative size of axle and 


re, ; 

The technical effect would be the exemp- 
tion of all vehicles not constructed accord- 
ing to the specified dimensions. There has 
been considerable talk among the members 
of the Vehicle Owners’ Association about 
the matter and the advisability of bringing 
suit to recover has been under seridus con- 
sideration. Such suit may yet be brought. 
Mr. Marshall, howewer, is confident thaz 
—t money collected under it is perfectly 
safe. 

“In the first place,” he says, “the defect 
is only a technical one. It is apparent that 
it was not the intention of the Municipal 
Assembly to exempt any vehicles, and I am 
well satisfied the courts would decide for 
the city on the evident spirit of the law. 

“In the second place, it is a well-settled 
principle of law that no money paid will- 
ingly to a State or city or any other depart- 
ment of government can ever be recovered. 
The licenses were paid without protest 
which is what the law calls willingly, and 
that acts as a bar to any proceedings to 
recover.”’

RAILROADERS SAY THE TERM- 
INAL DOESN’T HAVE TO. 


ADVANTAGE IN SWITCHING. 


Business Men Think That the Reduc- 
tion in Rates Is Bound to 
Help Them, 


General Manager E. P. Bryan of Terminal 
Association says no attempt will be made 
to meet the cut in bridge tolls made effect- 
ive Thursday by the Alton Bridge Co. 

He said Thursday that she new tariff was 
in no sense competitive with that in force 
across the Merchants’ and the Eads bridges. 

“Our tariff,’”’ said Mr. Bryan, “covers not 
merely the actual transfer of freight be- 
tween the two banks of the river, but 
switching and delivery as well. At the 
rates named in our tariff we carry freight 
between all railroads terminating at East 
St. Louis, Venice, Madison and Granite City, 
Ill., to all railroads terminating in St. Louis. 
We not only bring it to this side but we 
deliver it to elevators, industries, ware- 
houses and yards located on the tracks of 
the railroads to which it is consigned. 

“The Alton Bridge Company’s tariff ex- 
pressly states that the rates quoted are ef- 
fective only on freight traffic passing over 
the bridge between Alton, Ill., and West 
Alton, Mo. After the freight gets to this 
side of the river it has to be carried twenty 


miles to St. Louis at the expense of the 
shipper. By the time it reaches its des- 
tination its handling will have cost more 
than if it were transferred by our company. 
Under these circumstances it- will not be 
necessary for us to meet the cut.’’ 

Local freight traffic men agree with Mr. 
Bryan that the new tariff cannot affect the 
bridge combine rateg under present condi- 
tions. Still’several of them are of the opin- 
ion that with adequate terminal facilities 
the Alton Bridge could be @ a strong 
competitor of the combine. 

At present the only terminal facilities at 
this end of the bridge are those of the Bur- 
lington line. Freight. destined for points 
outside the Burlington yards has to be 
turned over to the Terminal Company for 
switching and delivery, 


G. 8, Tyler, local freight agent of the Chi- 
cago and Alton, said: 

“It is to be hoped that the new schedule 
will cause~a similar reduction by the Ter- 
minal pecple. The Chicago and Alton and 
every other road, except those having a 
proprietary interest In the Eads and er- 
chants’ bridges, would be benefited by such 
a cut. I confess, though, that I cannot see 
that the new tariff will relieve matters much. 
The situation here is practically controlled 
by the lines interested in the Terminal Com- 
pany’s bridges. The Wabash, Baltimore and 
Ohio Southwestern, Big Four, Missouri! Pa- 
cific and Iron Mountain can make or break 
the bridge combine. As they are part own- 
ers of it ft is reasonable to suppose they 
would rather make than break it. There 
is no probability that either of these lines 
would use the Alton bridge, even if condi- 
tions were favorable. Even though they had 
no interest in the Terminal it is not reason- 
able to suppose that they would abandon 
their yards and properties directly opposite 
St. Louis and establish new terminals at 
Alton, twenty miles away. 

The new tariff is effective only across the 
bridge, and applies only from Alton. After 
reaching this side, the freight is still twen- 
ty miles from 8t. Lo Though the Alton

“Just how far the cut will operate against 
the so-called bridge arbitrary is hard to 
tell at present. To the average citizen a @ 
per cent cut in bridge rates looks Hike a big 
thing, but after all I cannot see how the 
Alton Bridge Co.’s action can rate 
against the Terminal company. Even h 
it should result in a reduction of the arbi- 
trary across the bridge the Terminal com- 
pany would make up for its loss after the 
reight reached this side. 

‘“‘Unless the Alton Bridge Co. has millions 
to invest in terminals it will have to em- 
ploy the Terminal company to handle its 
freight on this side of the river.” 

Assistant Freight Agent Gray of the Bur- 
lington said: “Even with the cut in rates 
the Alton Bridge Co. cannot at present be 
a dangerous competitor to the bridge com- 
bine. It could be made so, though, if ter- 
minals were established and a _ sufficient 
amount of freight could be diverted to the 
bridge on the East Side. It, would require 
heavy concessions to induce the roads now 
centering in East St. Louis to remove their 
base of operations to Alton. What the Alton 
Bridge Co. may do in this direction I cannot 
say. The Burlington has ample terminals 
and will handle all freight consigned to it 
within its yards.’’ 

Business men, as a rule, are disposed to 
look upon the cut as at least a partial re- 
lief from the bridge arbitrary. Web M. 
Samuel is confident that the shippers will 
be prety relieved by the concession. 

‘The cut is a big thing for St. Louis,” he 
said, Thursday. ‘‘While it may not be felt 
at once, I think it will be effective in bring- 
ing about conditions which will make it 
possible to wipe out the arbitrary. 
not looked into the matter carefully, but 
I am confident that nothing but good to St. 
Louis can result from the cut.’”’
